Effect of World Trade 
Depression. 


The eighteenth annual general 
meeting. of shareholders of The 
Chinese Commercial Bank Limited 
was held at the registered office No. 
14 South Canal Road, Singapore, on 
December 22, Mr. Cheok Cheng 
Kee, the Chairman of Directors 
presiding. 

Minutes of the previous general 
mecting were read and confirmed 
after which the Chairman said, 
“Gentlemen, following our usual 
practice I propose with your con- 
sent, to dispense with the reading 
of the Accounts and the Directors’ 
report for the year ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1930, copies of which have 
been in your hands for the pre- 
seribed period. 

We'have passed through a year 
which has ‘been described as the 
worst of its. kind the world has 
ever known. Malaya, unfortunate- 
ly, has not escaped and indeed 
might be said, without much fear of 
contradiction, to have been hardest 
hit {n as much as her two main in- 
dustries, rubber and tin, on which 
her. prosperity so much depends, 
have ‘been selling their products at 
prices below the costs of produc- 
tion: in consequence trade in gen- 
eral throughout the whole of 
Malaya has suffered very badly. 
It is only to be expected that tho 
effects of such a severe slump 
should be reflected in our accounts. 

Probably the first item in this 
year’s accounts to engage your at- 
tention is our decreased profit. The 
audited accounts disclose a nét pro- 
fit after providing for Bad and 
Doubtful Debts of $273,098.54 
which is a considerable *reduction 
compared with the corresponding 
figures for the last few years.’ 

Another very important item in 
the Accounts, shown under the 
Statement of Profit and Loss Ap- 
propriation Account, is the transfer 
of $250,000 and $800,000 from Pro- 
fit and Loss Account and General 
Reserve respectively as a further 
Reserve for Doubtful Debts, As 
there is no evidence of -any pro- 
immediate improve- 
ment In existing conditions and as 
‘there 1s no knowing how long this 
slump will last, your Directors 
deem it only prudent’ and advisable 
to affect this transfer so that wo 
might be fully prepared to meet 
any contingencies. , 7 

A smaller item in the Accounts 
which calls for ‘explanation is 
“Bank. Prem{ses” appearing in the 
Balance Sheet. This. item stands 
at a lesser figure than in the pre- 
vious Accounts due to an amount of

CONFLICT. 


Why China Wants to 
Get Rid of Extrality, 


» A FIRM STAND, 
Shanghal, Yesterday. 

Dr. C. T. Wang, addressing 
Chinese and foreign pressmen on 
the subject of the abolition of ex- 
trality, at the Majestic. Hotel this 
evening, pointed out that on Decem- 
ber 28, 1929, the National Govern- 
ment issued a mandate declaring 
the-actual process of re-catablishing 
Chinese soverelgnty by the aboli- 
tion of extrality begun on January 
1, 1930, na to’ which a statement 
waa issued that such mandate was 
merely a step towards removing the 
cause of constant conflict and 
simultaneously promoting. Sino- 
foreign relations. 

Since then, over thirteen months 
had elapsed, “and {t is a matter for 
sincere regret that the desired 
solution remains yet to be consum- 
mated.” 

The Foreign Minister further re- 
marked that extrality was a legacy 
from tne old regime, which had 
ceased to be adaptable to present- 
day conditions, and. hindered’ tha 
free development of China’s judicial 
and administrative machinery. 
The Chinese Government at various 
times had clearly pointed out tho 
inherent defects and  inconipati- 
bilities of the system of Consular 
jurisdiction, . while, as freely ad- 
mitted by Western jurists «and 
publicists, it was undeniable that 
China has made most encouraging 
progress in the path of legal re- 
form, 

The National Government. had 
exerted every effort to ensure real 
success in this direction. 

Dr. Wang said that It seems to 
be overlooked that the abolition ot 
extrality to-day would be neither so 
radical nor so revolutionary as at 


_| first appears. 


Partial Agreement. 

He stated that ten nations pos- 
sessing treaty relations with China 
had no extrality rights, while six 
have agreed to relinquish extrality 
under certain conditions. Treaties 


with three others have expired, and |? 


there are only six nations whose 
treaties have a few years to run. 

“In other words, the doing away 
of ‘the anachronism of Consular 
jurisdiction is a departure ' to tha 
nationals of merely six remaining 
Powers, and furthermore ‘it “should 
be remembered that China to-day 
ia the only country still bound by 
the system of extrality. Since all 
other mations” who were once 
similarly situated have re-establish. 
ed their jurisdictional scvercignty 
the Chinese Government and Chin- 
ese people would not be true to 
themselves if they did not endea- 
vour their utmost to see extrality 
abolished at the earliest possible 
moment.” 

Dr. Wang in conclusion said the 
provision contained in the thirty- 
year old treaty that the Powera 
concerned were prepared to re- 


linquish their extrality privileges’ 


when satisfied that the state of 
China’s laws, the arrangement for 
their administration and other 


considerations warranted them s0}. 


‘doing, appeared to have been con- 
strued ‘by interested Powers in a 
way calculated to ensure a pro- 
longation instead of ao cessation of 
the extraterriforlal regime. - 
“Tt {a earnestly hoped that the 
present negotiations will, within ths 
immediate future, eventuate in fix- 
ing 2 dofinite date for the. forma! 
termination’ of extrality In this 
country. The Chinese Government 
and Chinese people are fully | re- 
solved to ‘exert thelr maximum ° ef- 
forts to attain this end, and any 
further delay will only intensify’ 
their determination “to see it con- 
sumated. I sincerely trust that 
China will not be forced to adopt 


‘Tany measure to obtain her objectiva 


other than that of friendly negotla-

‘Pleads Guilty. 


“Some tinte ago we had several 
cases of overloading of shipa and | 
we do not want a recurrence,’ * gaid | 
Mr. G. E. Baughan, A.S.P., 
charge. of the Marine Division 
police, when Capt. R. C. C. Dyason, 
of the British steamer Kuranda, 
was fined $200 by Mr. G. C. Dodd, 
the Singapore . Crimina) - District 
Judge. 

Capt. Dyason was charged with 
allowing hfs ship to be overloaded 
on November 21. He pleaded guilty 
and admitted that at the time the 
Boarding Officer came on board the 


ship was overloaded. 


Appearing on behalf of Capt. 
Dyason, Mr..C. H, Smith’ sald that 
at the time the offence was com~ 
mitted the ship was lying in the 
inner roads, When the vessel was 
being loaded Capt. Dyason was not 
on board, having come ashore, but 
all the same, as Master, fe was 
responsible. . 

On the day in question Capt. 
Dyason returned to his ship at 
about five o'clock In the afternoon 
and at once noticed that the veasel 
was overloaded. He immediately 
sent for lighters to discharge the 
excesa cargo and the Nghtera were 
actually on their way out when the 
Boarding Officer came on board. 

Mr. Smith said that although the 
captain was ‘responsible he did all 
he could to have the excess cargo 
discharged. He was due to sail 
that afternoon but was not going 
to do so until the excess cargo had 
been taken of. . 

. Mr. Baughan sald that the ship 
was submerged three inches below 
the load Nne with excess and it was 
difficult to detect this when the sea 
was rough and with running waves, 
In this case - the Boarding Officer 
went on board at 6.15 pm. and re- 
fused to give the clearance. 

Some time ago, Mr, Baughan 
said, there had been several cases 
in the 
Singapore Harbour and they did 
not want a recurrence of these 
offénces. The authorities took a 
serious view of tha case, and Cap- 
tain Dyason was fined $50 in April 
last year for a similar offence {no

DR. wo ‘LEN-TEH HOST TO 

- SHIPPING HEADS. 

Speaking before a group of men 
prominent in Shanghai shipping 
circles, at a dinner given at the Old 
Carlton Restaurant, Dr. Wu Lien- 
teh, director of the National Gov- 
ernment Quarantine Service, and 


| ole of the foremost authorities on 


preventive medicine in China, point- 
ed out the conditions that closely 
cemented the relations of those en- 
gaged in marine commerce and port 
quarantine service, 

“During the past 30 years,” Dr. 
Wu said, “China has undergone a 
complete change of: ideas in all 
flelds, changing from age-old 
methods to modern ideas. And in- 
deed, the change has been rapid. I 
think that even China is startled by 
the revalution among ita cherished, 
anclent Institutions. It is constant- 
ly striving to bring its various 
systems to the level of the advanced 
methoda of Western civilisation. 

“Perhaps the most notable change 
is noted in the awakening of China 
10 the needa of a widespread and 
more intensive quarantine eervice, o 
movement toward the better preser- 
vation of health.” 

* Goodwill Important. : 

Dr. Wu also pointed out that co- 
operation of goodwill among nations 
toward China was an Important 
factor in’ furthering the efforts ‘of 
his country in more comprehensive 
port quarantine regulations, 

Spenking on behalf of shipping 
men in: Shanghai, and in reply to 
Dr. Wu's address, Mr, S. G, Fenton, 
head. of the Ocean Steamship Co., 
dnd'China Merchants Steam Navi- 
gation department of Butterfield 
and .Swire, declared that the quar: 
antine service in China has to deal 
with more difficult problems than 
those of smaller countries because 
of the large population living in 
congested areas, and of the. vast 
number of vessels engaged in com- 
merce in China trade. 

Mr. Fenton continued: .“As you 
all know, the Ministry of Health 
recently took over the’ quarantine 
service In China and every effort is 
being made to improve the valuable 
ald of this body. . Also, the Health 
Department. of the League of 
Nations is playing an important 
part in this development by setting 
out the conditions of problems and 
‘outlines of solutions.” r 

-» Develop Slowly. . 

‘Ho concluded by saying that the 
eficienty of ‘quarantine ~ servica 
largely depends on co-operation and 
‘goodwill, and that success depends 
on: not attempting too much work 
immediately but by moving’ slowly 
and surely. 

Dr. Wa eafd; As is well: known; 
the Maritime Customs, in the. ab 
Bence of any other qualified authori- 
ty, have hitherto administered 
quarantine ‘services in varlous 
placea in China. But in view of 
the fact that a National Quarantine 
Service, under. ‘the Ministry of 
Health, has been established, it js 
‘no Ionger necessary. for the Cus- 
toms to perform this extra-Customs 
work,. The transfer of control has 
been effected _ smoothly . and’ satis- 
factorlly, and the Customs Author!- 
ties are, ‘where necessary, ronder- 
Ing shppott and assistance to the 
hew Quarantine, Service: ‘under ‘my 
direction, a3 nlrendy:mentioned. It 
may be recalled, in ‘this connection, 
that’ tho National ° Post .. Office, 'es- 
tablished . by Sir’ Robert “Hart -In- 
1896 under tho Authority of? an 
Imperlal Edict, was valso’ adminis: 
tered by: the’ Customs fcr.a number

In the domain of preventive 
medicine, our country has for a 
century been left conaelderably be- 
hind by progressive nations, but 
during the last’thirty years a new 
generation of doctors has come into 
being—doctors ‘who have learnt at 
the fountain heads and Imbthed the 
best traditions of famous colleges In 
Europe, America, China and Japan. 
Among these you will find men and 
women of ripe experience, high 
Integrity and intense keenness, who 
{n knowledge, manners and deport- 
ment will be worthy of any com- 
pany. 

And it is these people whom our 
Ministry of Health and our Quar- 
antine Service are doing our best 
to employ, so that they may get on 
with our forelgn colleagues and 
shipping circles with the least 
amount of friction in the carrying 
out of their several duties. I have 
no doubt that thera may now and 
then be causes for slight disagree- 
ment, but with closer understanding 
and mutual goodwill all difficulties 
will be smoothed over and substan- 
tial progress In the development of 
the Port, both in commerce and 


health, promoted. 


As you know, our Minletry of 
Health promulgated last July a set 
of Quarantine Regulations 
preparation of which we received 
the assistance of Dr. C. L. Park, 
Head of the Quarantine Service of 
Australia and Chief. of the 
Epidemiological Division ‘of the 
League of Nations Health Section. 
These Regulations have been very 
carefully drawn up with a view to 
serving the epecial needs of China, 
particularly Shanghai, and are re- 
garded by many experts as: the most 
up-to-date in the world, With China 
ratifying the International Sanitary 
Convention of Paris 1926, our 
Quarantina Service is bound to pro- 
vide for. every quarantine emer- 


gency and carry out’ the’ articles}' 


demanded in fhe Convention, so 
that the world as a whole’ may 
benefit by hearty co-operation in 
the prevention of incoming and 
outgoing communicable diseases 
from this very extensive Republic. 
In this big and not-too easy work 
Y request your friendly sympathy 
and co-operation, 
way can we mutually benefit, 

Beginnings are as a rule difficult, 
and our Service is no exception to 
the rule. For. instance, there ‘was 
some fear that, apart . from the 
youth or inexperience of our ,Quar- 
antine  Officers,.., discrimination 
might be shown in favour of certain 
nations or companies. Gentlemen, 
you may set your minds at rest on 
that. point. Our young Service, 
with a reputation to achieve, can- 
not afford to play . hide-and-seek. 
and Quarantine work is too serioua 
an affair:to be lax about. Some of 
you might ‘remember the: anxious 
days created throughout the ‘world 
in the ‘winter of 1910-11 - by. the 
rapid: spread ‘of - the’ . great 
Pneumionic - Plague from.

After ten years’ research ‘and an 
expenditure of £60,000. the original 
Severn barrage scheme for 
generating lectricity may be 
abandoned in favour of Mr. Paul 
Shishkof’s thermal storage inven- 
tion. t 
A group of twelve M.P.'s, who 
tepresent constituencies adjacent 
to the Severn Valley, will wait on 
the Minister of Transport, and 
urge that before the major scheme 
is considered further, the new, 
acheme shall be taken into con- 
sideration. i 

The scheme on which oxpertd 
have been working for ten years 
would cost at lcast £25,000,000 
The Shishkoft scheme, it is said, 
Would cost £5,000,000, and. it ia 
claimed, would produce electricity 
ot less tian a farthing a unit. 

Tt Ia on these grounds alone 
that the Members of Parliament 
will urge a thorough Government 
Investigation of the new scheme, 
At the same tme they will auggest 
that the £6,000000 road and bridge 
scheme which ja a corollary of the 
barrage’ undertaking ° will be 
carried out, : 

Mr. D. J. Vaughan, 
the ' Forest of . Dean, stated

“Big Bl” Tilden, the greatest 
lawn tennis player of alltime, the 
winner on several occasions of both 
the British and American singles 
championships, and the man who at 
7 years of age made a dramatic 
“come back” at Wimbledon last 
season, will no longer be seen {n 
the ranks of amateur lawn tennis, 
writes C. W. Packford, in the 
Sporting Life. é 

For Tilden, like Bobby Jones, his 
countryman, equally famous in an- 
other sphere of sport, has violated 
their Jaws relating to amateurism 
by entering into a contract to sup- 
ply a series of educational films, and 
has declared his intention to retire. 

If is doubtful if-any of the great 
players of the past have ever ap- 
pealed 80 much to the public im- 
agination as has Tilden, and when 
we remember Maurice McLoughlin, 
the beloved “Tony” Wilding, Gerald 
Patterson, “Bill” Johnston, and 
Norman Brookes, this is a striking 
tribute to his fascination. 


Impressive Record, 


His record is an impressive one. 
Seven ‘times in all, and six times 
in succession, he annexed the Amer- 
ican championship, He won at old 
Wimbledon in 1920 and 1921, and 
then again, nine years later, at tho 
new stadium, while he literally 
“carried” the United States to vic 
tory In the Davis Cup year. after 
year until in 1927 the “three 
musketeers” of France 
their domination, : 

Popular as Ne ja, Tilden was for 
nearly the whole of hie career tho 
stormy petrel of the game. He was 
quite unwittingly a real thorn in 
the side of the United States L.'T.A., 
and as a result-he was once tho 
cauge of ambassadorial intervention, 

Tilden has been a journalist all 
hia life and made no secret ‘of the 
fact. He wrote on the competitions 
and championships in which he 
played, which was-a contravention 
of the ruling of the United States 
Association, : 


Ultimatum Rescinded. — ; 


For this reason, on the eve of the 
Davis Cup match between’ America 
and France-at Paris in 1928, Tilden 
was dramatically withdrawn from 
the team by his association, and it 
was only: after a strongly-worded 
request from Mr, Herrick, tho 
United States Ambassador in Paris, 
that the ultimatum was rescinded. 

The Association would not leaya 
‘Tilden ‘alone, however, “and a few 
weeks later he was actually sus- 
pended. His suspension was re- 
moved early in the following year, 
and since then Tilden: has’ been 
rather .a “free-lance” player, al- 
though he always went to the rescue 
of his country whenever requested 
to do ao,: ; :

CHELLA.. 


Important Discovery in 


Morocco. 
Rabat, Morocco, Dec, 14. 

Scientists from all parts of the 
world are hastening to Morocco to 
help uncover the ‘ archaeological 
treasures of the newly discovered 
Roman city of Chella, which Js 
within a stone throw of the gor- 
geous white palace of the Sultan 
of Morocco. - A 

An Arab shepherd ‘boy who! 
stumbled on a stone tearing a 
Latin Inacription is given credit 
tor locating the city, buried deep 
below the remains of a Mussulman 
settlement itself seven centuries 
old. So important is the discovery 
that archncologists are even de- 
ferting the tombs of the Pharoahs 
in Egypt to come to “the sleeping 
city of Chella” as the Arabs have” 
always called it, 

Chella is just outside the walls 
of Rabat, standing on an eminence 
which gives a commanding view of 
the Atlantic, which probably was 
the season why the Romana chosa 
the site, ‘with an cye’ to security 
againat attack from the ocean, 
The tourist has alwaya been at- 
tracted to the spot because of the 


| rare examples of Moorish archi- 


lecture peeping from the trees and 
shrubs which cover the ruins of 
the Musaulman foyer. 
Sleep of Centuries, 

“Amidst these ruins, is the body 
of a black Sultan who, legend says, 
ruled the country in the dim ages, 
‘Search for tho vestiges of the 
Roman city has already uncovered 
the typical triumphal .arch of the 
Roman architects, the forum and 
the Roman baths. ” 


Work of bringing the buried ctty , 


to the light of day after its 
sleep of centuries will occupy 
about five years, the French Gov- 
ernment providing a subsidy © to. 
enable the task to be carried on. 
Rare finds are anticipated and will 
help to shed more light on the 
story of the Romans’ occupation 
of northern Africa, which lasted 
for four centuries. 

Relics of the Vandals, who drove 
the Romans from Africa, may also 
be found, while sejentists ‘even 
velleve it possible that under the 
Roman city may be found traces 
of the Phoenicians and earlier 
barbaric peoples who, in settling 
in thls part of the world, would 
probably have chosen a, spot Ike 
Chella for the same reason as’ tho
